HE moft remarkable Pamphlet which has been Pub- 
lifbed of late onthe Side of the Mintftry, is Entitled, 
A Letter to the Craftfman, a7d Mr. D’ Anvers /af Four. 
v2! confifes of an Anfwer to this Letter ; We fhall lay the 
mcf Material Part of rhis Anfwer before our Readers. Mr. 
D’ Anvers, /peeking to the Gentleman whom he takes to have 
been the Author of the Pamphlet laf mentioned, accofts him 
ym the Following Manner. 


Thrice Honourable Sir, 

HERE is fuch an agreeable Mixture of the Hora- 
tian Sa/t, andthe Sauce de Robert in your late Epiftle, 
that no body can doubt a Moment concerning the Authors 
of it; but as the fine Turns of Wit, the Delicacy of Lan- 
guage, and the mafterly Addrefs of the whole are far fu- 
perior to that Solidity of Matter, that Strength of Argu- 
ment, and even that noble Boldnefs of Spirit, which runs

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of the Kingdom. But though it muft be confefs’d that 
the Clan of the Robert/men hath grown to a prodigious 
Height of late Years, and feems to require another Act 
of Parliament to fupprefs them ; yet you cannot furely 
want to be informed that the Cxaitfnes, according to your 
Interpretation, are infinitely fuperior in Number, and, it 
We except all Officers ecclefiaftical, civil and military, 
may be computed to amount, at leaft, to ninety nine Parts 
in an Hundred of the whole Kingdom. 

Some of thefe Gentlemen areemployed, at prefent, upon

Advice ; that we have actually corrected fome of your 
Blunders, and done all in our Power to prevent your be. 
ing guilty of others. Fiow generoufly did We interpofe 
our Advice, with Relation to the /rifh Recruits ; and how 
did you behave, upon that Occafion ? Why, your Brother 
took our Advice and followed it ; Yow fnivell’d at the Dif- 
appointment of your Friends in France; and both of Yoa 
abufed us at the fame Time; though Experience thews 
how itenfibly we check’d you in that glorious Engagement 
But let us come a little nearer to the prefent Cafe.

But the Introduction of: Spanyh 
Gurrifons was {o material an Alteration, that nobody I 
think can be furprized at the Effects of it. Your Honour 
jeems to be quite in a joking Humour, when you ask us, 
thew 1s This tke Canfe of the tiar in Vitaly? Did France 
enter Italy Ly Parma, or Florence ? No, fay You, it 15 the 
Aing oW Sardinia hath Jet France in, to fwaliow up Italy, 
witheut the leat Affifeace from the Spanith Garri fous ian Vul- 
cany, or eny Forces, that came that May—What a pretty 
Prevarication is This, in order to thift off the Occation of 
the War from your own Shoulders ? I grant You that the 
French Troops did not enter Jta/y through the Dominions 
of Den Carlos; but will you pretend to fay, with that 
grave Face, that France aid not act in Concert with Sp2in; 
Or that this War was not the Effect ofan Union between 
Them ?—Your Queftions about the King of +4 Sardinia 
have juft as much Weight ; for You will not furely affert 
that his Sardinian Majefy would have ventured to attack 
the Emperor by Himfelt, whatever 7// U/ace He might 
have received$ and therefore if the Court of France had 
not been provoked to join Him, there would have been no 
Occafion to give Him either Subjdies, or Territories, to 
keep Him within Bouuwds. 

You make Ufe of another pretty Device to fcreen yout 
wn Condu@, by running into a long Detence of the Kevo- 
ition, concerning the national Debts. But here again, oir, 
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‘ ste ea 
you have quite mifreprefented the Cafe ; for the Cra/s/men 


do not impute the prefeat Debt tothe Revolution, but have 
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often infifted that moft of the origizal Debt, contrated 
upon that Account, would have been paid off by this Time, 
if proper Meafures had been purfued, and Care taken 
that xew Debis thould not be incurred, as faft as the o/d 
ones were difcharged. 

After this Apology for the Revolution, We are enter. 
tained, for ten or a dozen Pages more, with an Invective 
on “he "[reaty ot Utretch, which ts juft as much to the pre- 
fent Purpofe ; but that isa Topick, which You and your 
Lanes Can never omit in your anniverfary Packets ; and] 
have oiten contider'd within my felf what you would have 
beed able to fay ior all your Blunders, if the Peace of 
Viretch had not been ready at Hand to farther them up- 
on. It was certainly avery lucky T’reaty for Yom and your 
Brother, whatever it might be tor the Nation, and hath 
done you many a good Job. But I think it is grown a Lit- 
tle too obfolete at prefent, when all the Defects of it have 
been fupply’d by fo many g/eritous Treaties of your own 
making ; particularly Thote of Flanover, Seville and Fi- 
ennt, by which the + Plan of Pewer was fo well defter'd, 
the Limits fo well bcunded, and fo firongily fenced, that no 
Seafon ever beheld @ Peace more univerfal, nor did Bny Con- 
junture of Afairs ever promife a Peace more ehablif’d and 





lafting — After This, Ifay, it may look a little ri- 
diculous to recal the Treaty of Uiretch to your Afiiftance, 
and feems not unlike the Conceit of a whimfical Fellow 


I once knew, who, having drunk three Bottles of Wine 
over Night, was very much furprized to find himielf fick 
the next Morning, till He happen’d to recollect that He 
had eat fomething, that difagreed with his Stomach, about 
twealy Tears before. 

I defign’d tohave taken fome Notice of your kind Hints, 
concerning the Heffians; but this Paper is already too 
tong ; and therefore I fhall conclude with advifing you 
that, if your Affairs fhould render it expedient to take 
thofe Troops once more into Pay, you would call ‘Them 
Suabians, Caffelians, or any Thing elfe rather than Heff- 
ans, Which are grown almoft as odious to an Engit/h Ear 
as an Excifeman, or a Reb rifman.

In anfwer to this, I fhail put this Author in Mind, that 
we were at that Time upon ‘Terms of the ftricteitt A- 
mity with /yance, and if it be the Intereft of France, that 
Srain and the Empire fhould never be ftrictly united, 
might not that be a good Reafon for us not tp ufe any En- 
deavours to bring them together? I know fome 
People have been fo malicious as to look back to the Im- 
peachment of the late Earl of Oxford, where it is charg’d 
as a high Crime upon the faid Earl, that Peace was mace 
with France, while fhe was ftill in a Condition to difturb 
Europe by her Ambition ; but thofe, who think to pick a 
Hole in the Coat of our excellent Minifters from this 
Circumftance, fhould firft examine, whether France was 
not grown fo formidable juft at the Time of the Treaty 
of Utrecht, by the Battles of Schulenberg, Hochfiadt, Ra- 
melies, Audmard, Maiplacat, and by being eas’d of the 
Expence of maintaining many large Towns in Flanders, 
that it was wrong not to throw more Weight into the Im- 
perial Scale, in order maintain the Ballance of Power in 
Europe ; but if fhe is reduced fince, and run into Debt, by 
along lazy Peace, the Cafe is altered, and therefore if 
any Gentleman, who fhew’d a moft generous and charita- 
ble Zeal in sa eye to bring the faid Earl toa Scat.

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Advifer for a more ftrict Adherence to France, than to 
any other Power, I hope it will be received as a Proof of 
his Honefty, as much as of his Wifdom, the Cir. 
cumftances of Affairs being fo changed. 

But fays our Author inftead of our accedine to this 
Treaty, we formed a counter Alliance in Oppofition to it~ 
that 1s true, and I think it was right to do fo, for that 
Treaty was the Caufe of many othér Treaties, and if it 
furnifhed fome Perfons amongit us, with fufficient Occa- 
fions to fhew the World their tine Addrefs in Negotiating, 
that is Reafon good enough for me to juttify it. 

The Treaty this Gentleman means is the Treaty of 
Hanover ; but let us fee what he has to fay againft it--— 
We bhall quote his own Words fairly : 

«¢ ‘The firft contracting Parties in this Treaty were the 
*¢ Crowns of Great-Britain, France, end Proffia, who i- 
“¢ vited the States General, by an exprefs Article to ac- 
* cede to it, and agreed to invite othets, but the Datch, 
‘¢ who had this particular Compliment paid them in the 
‘© Treaty itfelt, did not accede to it till about elevea 
‘© Months after it had been figned at Hanover, and even 
«¢ then under very large Reftrictions. 

«¢ About the fame time his Majefty of Pruffia took au 
‘© Opportunity of Detaching himfelf from this Alliance, 
*¢ in which he was an original Party”. 

Here our Author feems to lay fome Strefs upon the 
Backwardnefs of the Dutch towards coming into this Trea- 
ty, notwithftanding the particular Compliment paid them, 
As to that, it is pretty well known, that the 
Dutch are a People that don’t underftand Compliments, 
next as to the Reftrictions, it is no Secret, that they alfo 
love to have fome particular Advantages in every Thing they 
twanfact, ——As to the King of Pru/fia’s withdrawing hin- 
felf the King of Praffia is his own Mafter, atd 
Princes have their = Sl as well as other Men— It is 
often found by Experience, that you may as well hold 
an Eel by the Tail as foie Men to their Engagements 

















I hope Nobody will prefume to imagine, that his going off 


could be owing to any Behaviour of our polite and wel 
bred Minifters. 

Our Author himfelf is forced to own, that we foon 
made our felves Amends for the Lofs of Pruffia, for firf 
we gain’d over the Court of Sweden, with certain Re- 
ftrictions for fo {mall a Price as fifty thoafand Poste 

ter. 
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Sterling a Year to be paid by Englznd and Frame, for no 
more than three Years certain. 

Next, the King of Denmark was prevailed upon to ac- 
cede in Confideration of a Subfidy to be paid only for four 
Years, which Subfidy was to be paid by Fraae, It 
is true indeed, a Difpute afterwards arofe concerning the 
Diiterence betwixt Hamburg and Dexifh Money; but this 
Difpute was foon adjufted, by the Addrefs of our Mini- 
fiers, by paying the Difference with Exg/ifh Money. 

The Landgrave of Heffe was alfo fo good to keep 
twelve thoufand Men in Readinefs for our Service, which 
did not cot the People of Exg/and above a Million and a 
hali Sterling, during the whole Time of the Engagement. 
As to the Service which they actually did, or 
might poilibly have done to Great-Britain, I hope that is 
not to be called in Queftion at this time of Day, nor 
was the great Duke of Ho/finbutt/e backward upon this 
Occaiion ; but generoufly offered to guarantee all his Ma- 
jefty’s Dominious in Great-Britain, Ireland, and Germany, 
and to keep five thoufand Men in Readinefs (not to ftir 
out of Germany or Holland) for twenty five thoufand 
Pounds a Year, for four Years certain, which in all amoun- 
ted to no more than a hundred thoufand Pounds Sterling. 

All this our Author is forced to own, as much as he 
diflikes this Treaty ; and here a Queftion will arife, which 
1 wonder he has not asked, and that is, what Occafion 
could there be for paying Subfidies for three and four 
Years certain, upon the Apprehenfion only of a Rupture, 
which, perhaps, might be adjufted in three Months? ——

We carried our laft Extract of this Work to the Con- 
Clufion of the Peace between the Lacedemonians and the 
Athenians, wpon the Death of Clecn and Brafidas. 

It was about this Time that Alcibiades began to appear 
upon the Stage, and to take Part in the Publick Affairs. 
Our Author here gives us a Character of this frmous 4- 
thenian, taken from Péato, in his Dialogues, Thacydides, 
Nenephon, Plutarch, and the other Hiftorians. «* A/cjbs. 
** ades, fays Mr. Rollin, was of an eafy and flexible Tem- 
“< per, fufceptible of all the Impreffions, which the dif- 
“‘ ferent Conjunctures of the ‘Times could make upon 
‘fim. He knew how to adapt himfelf to all the diffe- 


“* rent Circumftances of Affairs, and could pafs from one 
‘* Extreme to the other, from Good to Evil, with the 
“ fame Facility, and Ardour; and without any Interrup- 
“tion; So that what Homer faid of the Soil of Feypr, 


“viz. That it sroduced many very excellent me dt: mal 


“ Drugs ; But, at the fame Time likewife, many Things «} 
‘““@ venemous Quality, might very aptly be applied to 
** him ; It might be faid of him, that he was not one fin- 
‘* gle individual Perfon ; but, if the Expreffion may be 
‘‘ allowed, a Compound of many: At the fame Time, 
‘< gay, auftere and affable ; an imperious and haughty 
‘© Mafter, and an abject cringing Slave ; a Friend to 
““ Truth and Virtue ; and yet given up to Vice and 
“© Wickednefs; inured to Labour and Hardfhips, and, at 
‘< the fame Time, infatiable in his Pleafures, anda Liher- 
‘< tin.” His moft predominant Paffion was, however (con- 
tinus our Author) an infatiable Thirft after Power, which 
could bear neither Superiour nor Equal. And as he pof- 
feffed all the Force of Eloquence, accompanied with all 
the Beauties of Stile, he affected to have it believed th t 
all his Credit, and all his Authority were owing to thole 
‘Talents. 2. 

Alcibiades therefore, with thefe Qualities, had employ- 
ed all his Skill to prevent the Conclufion of the late ‘I’rea- 
ty between the two Nations: But all his Attempts ha- 


i + was as affiduous in his 
ving proyed unfuccefsful, he now was 4s aticnce 
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Endeavozrs to retard the Execution of it, by laying all 
Manner of Obftacles in the Way. His Intrigues fuc- 
ceeded, and he got fo much the Aicendant over the Minds 
of his Countrymen, that they fet afide thé Treaty, and 
were prevailed upon to undertake the Congueft of! Srez/y, 
a Project the Athenians were fond of in the Days of Peri- 
c's, but from which this wife Leader ufed all his Art to 


‘The Occafion of their reviving it now was an Ambaty 
from the Egefains, a People of that Ifland, who imp!o- 
red the Succour of the Athenians againft Syracuja. ‘The 
Sicilian War was therefore refolved upon, at the preffing 
Inftances of Alcibiades, notwithftanding the Oppofition 
made to it by Nicias, who forefaw the fatal Confequences 
of its and the two Antagonifts, together with Lamachus, 
were appointed Generals for the Expedition. When the 
Army was juft upon the Point of embarking, an Acci- 
dent happen’d at Athens, capable of throwing the Inhabi- 
tants into the utmoft Confternation. All the fquare Sta- 
tues of Mercury, which were placed at the Entrances in- 
to their Houfes and Temples, were all mutilated and dif; 
figured, efpecially in the Face, in one Night. Great En- 
quiry was made after the Author of this impious Deed, 
but tono Purpofe. Alcibiades was accufed' of it, and the 
Sufpicion was not without fome Ground. He was very 
prefling to be brought to his Trial before his Departure, 
but his Enemies ovér-ruled his Motion, under Pretence 
that the Fleet muft not be retarded. ‘They fet Sail there- 
fore for Sici/y, where they landed, and A/cidiades made 
himfelf Matter of Catena by Surprize. 

This firft Exploit was no fooner performed, than A/ci- 
bizdes was recalled to Athens, to anfwer to the Charge 
laid againft him, which had been pufhed in his Abfence with 
as much Succefs as Injuftice. A Gally being fent to fetch 
him back, he came to Therium; but he was no fooner 
landed, than he made his Efcape. He was, therefore, con- 
demned in Contumacy to lofe his Life, and all his Goods 
were confifcated Alcibiades, coming to Argos, fent to 
the Lacedemonians to defire their Protection, and to affure 
them he would do them more Seryice now as a Friend, 
than had hitherto doné them Prejudice as an Enemy. He 
was received with open Arms, and by a Conformity to 


} shy = e - re 
their Cuftoms and Manners he gained the Affections of 


a.l he converfed with. In particular he infinuated laa’ 
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fo far into the Favour of Queen Yimiez, that he had a Son 
by her, who in publick was named Le¢fychides, but whom 
bis Mother, when among her Women and Favourites, did 
not blufh to cali by the Name of A/cibiades. 

Here our Author does not forget to make his Readers 
acquainted with the new Theatre of the Pe/ ‘ponnefian War, 
Sicily. He gives a particular Account of the feveral Peo. 


ple who inhabited it, and defcribes with a Ao ing Deal of 


Exactnefs the City of Syracuf2, which “ how befieged 
by Nicias, w ho by the Death of Lamachus, kill’'d at that 
Siege, foon became fole General of the Athenian Forces. 
This Siege, which was one of the moft famous in the 
Grecian Hiftory, was in the eighteenth Year of the Pe- 
doponnefian War. 


We fhall not follaw Mr. Rollin in giving a Detail of 


the Circumftances of this Siege. We thall only obferve, 
that the Cit ty was reduced almoft to the laft fy <tremity, 


and upon the Point of Capitulating, when the Arrival of 


Gulippus, who brought the Syracufans Succours from La- 
€ ‘aenonia, changed the Face of Affairs. That General 
having obtained feveral ee Nicias thought it 
Time to acquaint the Athenians with the unhappy > State 
of his Affairs. He defired to Te difmifled from his Pott, 
under the Pretext of an ill State of Health: But the 4- 
eenatae knew his Worth too well to comply with his Re- 
ueft. ‘They ordered him to take Menander and Eatly- 
demus, two Officers then in the Army, for his A ffittants 
in the Command, ’ti ‘ they could fend two other Generals 
in the Room of Alci ibiadcs and Lamack hus. The two Officers 
above-mentioned enga ged him, much aan his Will, to 
hazard a Naval Combat, in which his Fleet was routed. 
Demofbenes and Exryinedon were appointed his new Col- 
Jeacues in the Command, and the latter fet Sail imme- 
diately with ten Gallies, and brought Nicias a large Sum 
of Money, with the Affurance of a ipeedy Reiniorcement, 
under the former, who f cae behind to raife Men ‘and 
Contributions. Soon afters yard is Di nofibe nes arrived with 
the deftined Succours, upon w hich the Arhe niaQns hazarde d 

a Battle by Land, but were wort ted there likewife, with 


the Lofs of 2000 Men, W hic hy thre ’ them into the utmoit 
Confterration. D. mofhenes was of Opinion ty raife the 
is fe nfible he ha Reafon on 
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mliege, but AVrcvas, tho he was . 
1+" 1 nate canfent to it. being unwilling to eXx- 
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at leaft, not to take that Step without 2 pofitive Com- 
mand from Athens. However, as Demoffhenes periitted in 
his Opinion, and N¢ezes began to be terrified at the En. 
creafe ot the Enemy’s Power, he at Length, pave his 
Confent, and only infifted, that 1t might be done with the 
utmoft Secrecy. They propofed to take the Opportunity 
of the Night to get off undifcovered ; but there happen- 
ing to be an Eclipfe cf the Moon, the Night they fixed 
upon for their Efcape; and they being ignorant of the 
Caufe of that Phenomenon, looked upon It as an eyil O- 
men, and deferred their Defign, which by this Delay was 
difcovered. “The Enemy, thereupon, blocked up the Paf- 
fage, which obliged them to hazard a fecond Naval Combat, 
in which they were again defeated. They had now_no o- 
ther Remedy but to attempta Retreat by Land. Their En- 
Ceavours in this were unfuccefsful : And tho’ they only pro- 
poied to retire toCatena, they were fo worn out with the 
jate Battles, and fo vigoroufly purfued by the Enemy, that 
they tound them felves reduced to the Neceflity of furren- 
dering at Difcretion. A Council was called the next Day in 
Nyracu/2 to confider what was proper to be done with the 
Vrifoners. Duocles, one of their Chiefs, propofed treating all 
the Athenians in General with great Rigour, and in parti- 
cular to put their two Generals, Nicias and Deimofeienes to 
Death. The more moderate Part of the Syracufans, vi- 
roroully oppofed the latter Part of his Propofal ; but po- 
uular Hatred and Revenge over-ruled their Arguments, 
od the two Generals were executed accordingly. Thus 
enied the unhappy Svci/rarz Expedition in the nineteent! 
Year of the Pelponnefian War ; and Cicero ({fays Mr. Ro’- 
/1v) was very juit in his Remark, when {peaking of thelaft 
Seo-Fight, in the Harbour of Syracufa, he faid: «« Thit 
‘ here all the Force of Athens, and of her Fleet, wis 
« rutoed and funk: And that in this Port the Athenian 
** Glory and Power fuffered a fatal Shipwreck.
